17, 1946 Left ce G2 about 7 a.m. with Herbert Smith 
and carload of equipment. Arrived at Ottawa at 10:20 a.m. 
MacGregor arrived about eleven. Ate lunch and arrived at 
the site at noon.

After.the long discussions three facts have gradually become 
very apparent, and also the fact thet the whole concept of a 
cult and the definition of a cult could. bear some going over. 
The facts apparent are: 

1. That the “cult" may have lasted for as much as 200 
years and was not a cult at all, but.more a religion 
(The pattern of thought 1s completely analagous to 
what happened in discussions of Hopewell). 

2. That the differences between Spiro and the more 

, easterly Buzzerd Cult material may be caused by tem=- 
poral, rather than spatial, differences. 

5. That the Spiro- cult material are earlier 
than that to the east, certainly pre-De Soto and 
probably pre-Columbian - and that the Mexican ele- 
ments (both cult and general - truncated pyramids, 
ete.) probably filtered into this area slowly tho 
increasingly as time went on. 

The above statements are not merely intuative statements 
but are based on sound archaeological facts. First let us 
examine the evidence that Spiro cult materials are early: 

1. The Henrietta focus of the Pan-handle area of Texas 
may be equated with the Quivira materials of S. W. 
Kansas identified by Wedel. The Quivira site may 
be dated as 1650. Confirming this date is the fact 
that in the Henrietta materials. are found Pueblo 
@lazve sherds of Periods III and IV, Chapellero B/W 
and the "Brown ware" of western New Mexico which 
have been dated by dendrochronology as between 1450- 
1550. Over the Sander materials (which have 
‘Bugzard cult). At the Sander site are found Hen- 
rietta sherds. Therefore, the Buzzard cult was at 
Sanders before 1560 and very likely before 1520. 

2. Henrietta sherds are intrusive into the Titus focus. 
The Titus focus is stratigraphically over the epiro 
materials. »Therefore Buzzard Cult. of Spiro is be- 
fore 1550, etc... 

3. Pueblo corrugated sherd, Chapallero B/W and Upper 
Gila smudge ware, dated by Haury by dendrochrono- 
logy as not later than 1450 are found in the Titus 
focus. Titus focus is over Spiro. Therefore, Spiro 
is earlier than 1460... 
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November 28 : : 
Spent the morning going over Kelley's materials from Presidio 
on the Rio Grande. For the most part his stuff is allied, with 
the Southwest and he claims that the Southwest did not extend 
further down the Rio Grande though it did extend into Mexico 
down the Conchos (old turquoise and parrot. feather treil).

December 8 
Went to see Saldivar in the morning. Spent four hours with 
him. Besides a wealth of information about sites and cultures 
found on the next page he gave me a letter of introduction to 
the governor of Tamaulipas, a professor in Ciudad Victoria, © 
a rich person interested in archaeology from Victoria and to 
various peoples he knows in the small towns. The sites will 
be found below: - . 


Important as the sites was the ethnological fact that the 
Comecurdo were nomads and during the 1600's were seen in the 
region of the Huasteoa (near Tampico) on the Ranchos, on the 
Rio Grande and that they went up into Texas to a lake - either 
a lake in the North Brooks County or a bay in the North of 
Willoy County to get salt. This salt in block form they 
traded both north and south. Probably this is our means of 
contact between Mexico and the Southeast. He is getting me 
the exact sources for this data. 


In the afternoon I was supposed to meet Martinez del Rio. at 
his site near Plaza del Santiago. Unfortunately I got lost 
and ‘followed out the street Buliva instead of Bolivar. When 
I found 1t he was gone. However, Senora Espejo showed me °- 
around his ruin. @ appears to be doing an excellent job 
and her findings fit nicely with the ethnohistorical data.

Had it re- 
paired then over the mountain at night, on a gravel road ina 
thiok fog. Forced to stop at Huastenango. June bought a few 
trinkets. Having trouble as usual getting receipts. 


December 11 
Drove to Tuspan in the morning. Just outside Tuxpan there are 
a couple of conical pyramids Vauastec?). The road is really 
miserable from Tuxpan to Tampico. Just north of Alamo stopped 
and looked at four mounds, all stone surfaced. Three are coni- 
Cal, one rectangular. Picked up some sherds. Appear to be 
Huasteca, Period VI. Got stuck in the mud twice. Finally 
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made Tampico after dark.. 


December 12 
Went out to Panuco and saw Roberto Pavon and the Pavon site. 
Roberto is a swell euy +. Also, saw Las Flores site. Examined 
Huasteca sherds of all periods and. saw. some round shell gore 
gets. Later in the evening saw Blas Rodriguez. 
December 13 
Saw B. Rodriguez collection. Has a lot of stuff. Good review 
of Ekholm's stuff. Then Pavon and I. went out to Tampico Alto 
to see the colleoction of a priest. The collection was excele 
lent. and.his small museum excellently kept up. While on the 
way out Pavon.told me his biggest secret. It sure is impor} 
tant. Both he and. I are writing Ekholm about it. Payon would 
like to go on the.survey with me and.it would.cost. me.only. ex- 
penses.

December 14 , 
Drove from Tampico to Brownsville. It rained and the roads 
were slick. On stopping in San Fernando I found a site. Was 
told about. one near town.

At last the 
expedition is - in the afternoon went. out and found 


Judge Dancy. e has. the Anderson-field notes and I will get 
them Monday. Among my letters from Cole, the Bursar's office, 
etc. was a card from Jack T. Hughes, a student of Krieger who 
would like to work for me for free. He had been in Browns=- 
ville for two days and now just left. Tried to contact. him 
at the customs gate but no success. If I can contact him he 
will be a valuable asset.

Decided to attempt to find a number of sites of Anderson's to 
see what they were like and perhaps to plan to excavate them 
in the future... Spent the day looking for 516.6 and $16.5. 
Found both after much walking. There were scattered\human 
bones, charcoal and shell (oyster, cat) at 16.6 while at 16.5 
there was only a thin ‘line of charcoal (the line 1 inch thick) 
as well as shell. It was cold and either raining or threatening 
to Yain all day.

Went out and found 0.05. Found only a line of charcoal ana 
few scattered bones = not human. (damn near froze.) 


December 19 

Went out’ and found 12.7 and 15.5. 12.7 had only sacattered 
fraguénts of shell*andsa few (3) pieces of flint.

‘much better, part of a skeleton had eroded from the bank and 
there was Tire, very dense; line of charcoal that showed up 
on the bank. This line extended for about 50 feet. This is 
the best. site I have seen. No artifects found. It was bitterly

When I brought the subject 
up.to. .Moreny and Martinez he immediately gave me a letter to 
people in that area... 1 arranged for a truck ride out there 
since Palacio said if I wanted to go south of the river I 
could if I found something important and since the sherds from 
Soto La Marina are like Pueblito and since it may be the home 
of Tancol I'm going.

Never did get to the site as 7 hours 
were wasted getting out of places a truck never would get 
stuck ins 1 hour repairing fan belt of car and 1 hour driving. 
There sure is damn little profit running this car, scratching 
its finish, flooding its motor with water, ruining its tires 
and shaking its body to pieces when the University of Chicago 
Gould damn well afford a cheap second hand truck that would 
give us none of this trouble. 


Took a picture of a stone mortar found at Pueblito by Antonio 
Balandiano of Soto La Marina. 


During the evening Raul Riestra called on me and asked to take 
his dying mother to Palo Alto where he could get a ride to 
Victoria.

Read most _ of the day as it rained. Late in the afterngon went 
out to Tm°12 and found another site directly behind Tm°l4.

Then I moved north of Rancho 
Las Angelés about 200 yards and found a site in the bank of the 
river, Tm°16. The deposits are about 2 feet under the present 
surface.

On the way back to town about 1 kilo. from the edge of town 

& large arroyo cut back from the river to the road. This went 
about 150 me ere north of the corduroy road (made of logs)... 
This was’ a deposit of shell that extended down about 2 feet. 
Only 2 artifacts were found. In spite of the lack of arti- 
facts I consider this to be TmS19. 


Stik in’ the mud again in the car. 


January 14 © 
Spent the morning cleaning mud off the car and cleaning out 
the feed line which had become clogged. Also, spent time 
getting the car started. Finally by noon. this poor car was 
ready to run. } hot 


I then went east of town about 4 kilo. along the river and at 
the Rancho in a plowed field along the edge of the 
bank found 4: large site covering much territory and called 
Tm°20.° The President of Soto La Marina went with me. This 
site is about 4 kilo. from town and might be worth digging. 
I then continued eastward alone the bank til we were about 5 
kilo. from Soto La Marina. At a place called La Pita (a river 
ford) I found a site along the trail about 150 meters from 
“the river and about 75 meters from the top of the bank north- 
ward. It contained much flint, a few artifacts, practically 
no shell. All the previous’ eites have contained much shell. 


During’ the evening I got a letter off to someone in Aquita 
(near Pesca). It would appear there are some real ruins there. 
I have one report that there is a pyramid (from Castengo of 
Victoria) and from the inhabitants I hear there there are 
houses of the Indians. It sure is intriguing. The man to 

ask for is Abelardo Arrellono, and Jose Beyriell, and it is 
best to look on the ranches La Wits, La Aquita and Debsodero,

Gold and wet, rained oat of the day. After a couple of fu- 
tile attempts at writing notes and finding that the coldness 
- dampness made me acutely uncomfortable I retired to my

January 16 
A little rain in the morning but cleared at noon. Decided to 
leave tomorrow. . Spent the afternoon changing o11, changing 
water, and greasing the car. It ought to run tomorrow and 
with a day of sun the road ought to be possible. 


January 17 
Started out about 10 o'clock when the roads were dry enough 
to use. Got 14 kilometers and the car stopped. Tinkered with 
it. for an hour, cleaned distributor, ete. Finally walked back 
to Soto La Marina. In the meantime a truck coming from 
Jiminez stopped, fixed the car and June picked me up at Soto 
La Marina. en turned around and drove to Palo Alto and 
started for Buena Vista. However, stopped shortly as it was 
dark and the road too sinuous to continue. 


January 18 
Pound a rather extensive deposit of shell on the banks of the 
Arroyo Jiminez where it is crossed by the road from Palo Alto 
to Buenavista. Actually, only a few artifacts were found 
though intermingled with the shell was a great deal of flint. 
I dug a small test trench on the bank and the depth of the 
deposits appear to be about 2 feet. 


Then continued on to Buenavista and at 1 o'clock ate at the 
rancho house of Senor Phillen. After lunch the boss Manuel 
and 1. carried on our inquisition withicowboys, asking about 
sites on the ranch. . None knew about any. t seems quite 
likely as no large arroyos bisect this ranch. 


After leaving Buenavista the car began acting up. It sputtered 
and coughed. Unfortunately the road had some impossible (for 
our low car) parts in it on the short road to Verde, so we 

had to retreat and go by way of Tanoumba. dust outside of 
Tancumba the car died completely. I examined the motor and 
other parts and was unable to find the difficulty. Slept 2 
kilo. south of Tanoumba. 


January 19 
Walked from Tancumba to Verde, 12 kilometers, then took a horse, 
15 kilo. to Chamal. Mr. Kennedy sent a truck out from Chamal 
to pick up our equipment. June and I try to start the cer - 
no success. ’ 


January 20 
Today was Sunday and no mechanics available so the car remained 
in Tancumba. However, Mr. Kennedy was kind enough to let me 
use his cer to examine the bank of the arroyo near his house 
where fossils had been found. The deposit contained mainly 
marine animals and I'm afraid is either Miocene or Pliocene 
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in age. No remains of men. 


Then later went to San Patricio where projectile points had 
been found. The site is on the arroyo next to a windmill 
and water tank, and part of Kennedy's ranch. Numerous flints 
were found and 2 projectile points. Most interesting of all 
was the almost complete absence of shell. The site from 
erosion cuts appears to have 6 inches or less in depth and I 
suspect has been much eroded. 


On the way back Kennedy's car broke down but with the aid of 
a little mechanics, manpower and horsepower we got back to 


January 21 
It was very cold and I have caught a bad cold. Was not able 
to go to my car as Kennedy's car needed repairs. 


January 22 
Went out to my car, messed around and tried to get it started - 
no success. nally took out fuel pump and found that the 
diaphragm was broken. Took diaphragm back as well as the 
fuel pump to Chamal for repairs. 


While in Tancumba received information concerning sites on 
Salido (.6 kilo. north of Tanoumba) and at Piniuta (2 kilo. 
west of Tanoumba) from Senor Dorihero Revino. 


In the evening wrote up notes and prepared to analyze tho- 
roughly materials thus far found. 


January 23 
Returned to car, got it working after 6 hours. Took it back 
to Chamal, fixed brakes, pump, removed filter, greased car, 
put distilled water in the battery (all this with Pablo's 
help). Did some analysis of Pueblo ceramics. Cold as usual. 


January 24 | ; 
Finished analysis of Pueblito pottery. The report on this 
pottery to be found on the following page. Went to San 
Antonio and got a few projectile points. Numbered the site 
wrong. 


On the north bank of the arroyo just east of San Antonio. 
This is a small site with little shell and much flint. 


January 25 
Packed the car, filled 1¢ with gas, packed the ceramics from 
Pueblito and also finished the trade sherd study of the Kin- 
kaid site. Tomorrow I leave. 


January 26 
Took a horse along the arroyo from Chamal to Catano. WNo site 
found. Left Chamal for La Aquita. At Cariso around the house 
I found a site. It has been pretty well trampled by cattle. 
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Down the road along the arroyo bank and on the south side of 
yea ee has a rather large site. The deposits here extend 
own eet. : 


Went to La Aquita. The road was lousy. The man who owned 
the horses was not at home. I will return tomorrow. Went 
to San Enrique for the night. 

January 27 
Went to La Aquita - no site. Saw stuff from Mission on El 
Toro. This is very late Colonial type materials — circa 1800 
to 1850. Received news of a San Antonio site. Continued on 
to La Quitas. From there I went to Viego Marina. It is the 
original town of Soto La Marina, overgrown with jungle. How- 
ever, it must have been quite a town. Amid the Spanish ruins 
were flint chips, etc. My guide said that he believed that 
this town was an Indian site before the Spanish settled here. 
It. is possible and I will cheok with Saldivar or Reyes. 


After crawling around in the bush for three hours returned 
toward San Enrique... At the dry lake just east of San Enrique 
I stopped and looked along its bank. Shell deposits and chips 
of flint may be found all dong the’ north bank. However, I 
only. found projectile points at one place. This was above 

the highest stone bank on the N.N.W. side of the lake. I gave 
this portion the eite number Tm°2s. 


Returned to San Enrique. The local school teacher will visit 
tomorrow at 10:50 and the people here believe he knows more 
sites... Saldivar is at Soto La Marina on his vacation and may 
Come here. 


January, 28 


Waited for the professor. One of the Buenavista tiger hunt 
party flew in my mall. Blew a tire. Decided to try to get 
out and get another tire quickly. Found a site 200 feet south 
of the most southwestward house in Repello. Will examine and 
describe it at greater length later. Got out to Jiminez 
driving the last 15 miles in a slow drizzle of rain and fog. 
Damn lucky I got out in time. Found at Jiminez that the road 
from San Fernando to Matamoros was impassable as it had been 
raining off and on for eight days. Back tracked and went by 
way of Monterrey. 


Arrived in Brownsville at 6 P.M. Have driven for 25 hours 
straight. Enough said. No film, but I think I can get a tire. 


January 29 . 
Got 2 brand new tires, bought groceries, had the car greased, 
oiled, etc. Am ready to leave tomorrow. Wrote letter. 


January 30 
Wrote a report to Cole. Wrote to Griffin about Job and seeing 
me. Wrote Krieger and Ekholm. Wrote Palacios for permission 
to explore Sierra de Tamaulipas and Rio de Palmas. Wrote 
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Kaplan. Obviously, it rained like hell a11 day so I couldn't 
leave Brownsville. i 


Made an appointment with Tony Lallum for the 20th. He says 
he can show me all the sites north of St. Teresa in 3 days. 


January 31 
Drove from Matamoros to San Fernando over very treacherous 
wet roads. Ate lunch in San Fernando. Stopped at San Jose 
de la noria in the afternoon to check up on the report of 
gavel beers: Was shown the bones and they sre mammoth. 
Looked at strata where they came from and there are no human 
remains. This should be further investigated. 


S00 yards directly east of the town of Noria, however, is a 
site. Went there and collected materials. it is about 150 
ards north of Arroyo Cotheras. Arrived in Abasolo at night. 
ad a flat. No gas available. Felt i111 during the night. 


February 1 
It rained. I felt 111 and stayed in bed all day. I have 
either dysentery or intestinal flu. 


February 2 
Got up early and walked with Matilda Cardenes to a site he 
said was on a lake just north of the river. After an hour of 
walking we crossed the river. Too late to return. These sites 
are located 5 kilo. east of Abasolo and 2 kilo. south on the 
benks of an 014 lake. Tm°S1 is on the north side while Tm°S2 
is on the side. 


After this walk I felt pretty woozy, fainted once, but since 
the day was good drove on to Repelio. There I looked over 
Tm°29 again. Within one hour's time I collected a terrific 
anount of stuff. On the hillside just south of the road as 
you leave Repello I found Tm°35. 


Drove to Ghamal. Had a bite to eat. Too ill to continue. 1 
have the flu. Ran a fever, chills, dysentery (diarrhea), etc. 


February 3 
Arrived at La Pesca about noon. Felix Pena not here. How- 
ever, Meltero Contero, an old resident knew of an island in 
the center at the mouth of the river. A little north of the 
center we found the island called Insulada Piedra de Lumbre. 
Rented a motor boat and visited it. Sherds of Tancol V and 
possibly Huasteca V or VI were all about the shell covered 
beach of this island. I have decided to investigate this is- 
land further. Shall return tomorrow with 2 workers, 


February 4 | | 
The archaeological problem posed by the materials found on 
this island was: Does the island represent a camping spot or. 
a& jrmanent habitation site of tribes found further to the 
south (fancol) or are these materials (sherds) merely the 
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remains of objects which were traded to the inhabitants in 
this area. The method for solving this problem was by ex- 
cavation. A spot with both the beach and the highest part 
of the island was chosen. A 15 foot beach 5 feet wide was 
steked out. The trench extended from the shell covered beach 
to the & post at the M3 #4 of the flat top of the island. A 
map Was made and elevations were taken. (See the following 
age). Photographs were taken before excavation. The 0 
{nunbér axis) ran 16 degrees south of the east-west axis 
magnetic north being used to establish this axis). The first 
square opened was 0-15, the second 0-20, and the thired 0-25. 
Roughly it was like this: 


The top surface of all squares consisted of layers of shell. 
However, it soon bécame apparent that the strata of shell 
were horizontally deposited while the slope of the beach was 
not. Therefore, the first level of square 15 was equivalent 
to level 3a of square 3(a). All levéls were 1 foot levels 
as the materials found were sparse.

Made some attempts to 
repair the car battery.

February 9 


Tancomba to Salado and from there to Loreto to San Fernando. 


At the first mt directly north of Salado I found the re- 
mains of one small site. It was on the north bank bisected 
by the road to Salado. 


At Salado I was directed to a site just north of town and just 
east of the arroyo (also, had gas cap stolen).

Walked a lot, talked 
a lot, listened a lot. 12 hours work and nothing to show for 
it. Returned to San Fernando. 


February 12 


Something is wrong with the gear shift, but after tinkering 
with 1t it worked. By afternoon took off for San Jose de la 
Noria. Stopped at the arroyo Chamas, walked 2 miles west of 
the highway along the arroyo inspecting the walls with ng 
success. Returned to La Noria and was guided to Site Tm‘°S9. 
It is 1 kilometer east of the highway and about } north of 
the arroyo, on the complete summit of the hills parallelling 
the stratum. Further inspected some large bones from the 
arroyo and am convinced that it is a mammoth. Spent the 
evening packing and preparing for the trip to the coast. 


February 135 


Had to tape the water hoses as they were leaking badly. Then 
was able to take off. The road to Reconada was very bad. 
It was necessary to fix the fly wheel pan twice. Finally 
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made a ranch near Pedrena by night. Had two reports of sites. 
One on the old ranch, the other next to Chores del Nido con- 
tained shell but no artifacts. Had to cut trees down so could 
get through. 


Febru 14 
Between Endrgnte and Pedreno found two sites in the morning - 
Tm°40 and Tm°41. Tm°41 was situated about 4 mile north of 
Pedreno on both sides of the road. Tm°40 was situated 3/4 
mile north of Pedreno and on the east side of the road. 
was next to a fence enclosing a cornfield. Continued east- 


ward and at discovered another site. It 
was 1 kilometer 5.S.E. of town and only 400 meters from the 
arroyo. 


About 4 o'clock in the afternoon after having cut a road I 
arrived at La Barra. From there I received instructions to 
go-to Ajo de Aqua and see an old man who knew the territory 
named « This old man took me in to the bay 3 
kilo. E.N.E. Here, at the highest point near the bay, I 
found a site with a little pottery, a burial which had been 
reinterred with a cross put over it and tiny triangular pro- 
jectile points. 


Then the old man and I walked 4 mile southward along an inlet 
and found a site with more pottery, a few points and a dee 
finite layer of shell midden about 14 feet below the surface. 
I will return to this site on the Loreto trip and put in a 
test trench. 


We then went out to an island directly east of Tm°43. Found 
projectile points, flint and shell and a little pottery. 


All these sites are in the delta of the Arroyo Cocheras. The 
island further out is reported to have more materials, how- 
ever it is impossible to get to it. 


Slept in the stable of the old man's place. 


February 15 
This was a completely discouraging day. . Started off by 
getting lost and after finally reaching a ranch 1 got stuck 
in the mud. At last I arrived at Cameras. There i was in- 
formed of. three sites.. I visited all three, getting stuck 
in the sand at one of them. No sites, no nothing. Finally 
arrived at Carbonera. Slept there in the house of the patron. 


February 16 
After interviewing most of the town of Carbonera I left for 
Las Adjontas. .At only one ranch did I receive any informa- 
tion of importance but could get no guide. The ranch was 
San Jose de Buenavista. 


Finally arrived at the Chalon at Las Adjontas. There the man 
who ran the ferry showed real signs of intelligence. He knew 
of sites and arranged for a guide. , 
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February 17 
Early in the morning I went out to a bay directly north of the 
Rio San Fernando into which another river (which has a ferry) 
empties. At this point between the two rivers I found two 
Tm°46 sites. On the south side of the point I found Tm°46. It was 
a small site with pottery and flint. On the point I found 
another site. Artifacts were exceedingly scarce, though f 
did find part of a molcajete with solid conical feet. Howe 
Tm™47 ever, the most important find at this site was the remainder 
of four burials. Two had been completely eroded out. A third 
was ot and disintegrating but had obviously been interred 
in a flexed position, head facing toward the east and interred 
without artifacts. e fourth one was better. Only a few 
Burial l. skull bones were exposed. 


When I started to excavate I. found it necessary to drive the 
Car in rear. dune drove it for me. There was a cave-in and 
so I spent the remainder of the afternoon fixing the car. 


February 18 2 
In the morning we were planning to go to the island, but the 
Gar was in bad shape so decided not to try it. Instead 


crossed the Sorry over and explored the bank 
Tm°48 just opposite Tm°47 and found the blown out remains of an- 

other camp. 

Then returned to Tm™47 and exposed burial 1. It was a tightly 
Eat? flexed burial with the head to the N.W. It was in a shallow 
Burial l. pit and was completely without artifacts. Took a photograph 


of it. Preserved the bones. 


| At the ranch just west of Las Adjontas was shown and given 
Tm°49 points froma eite near the house. The car was in too bad 
a condition to go and examine it. Will return. 


The gear shift of the car has gone bad. It started to rain. 
The food was all gone. Fled for San Fernando. There is a 
terrible knook in the motor. Probably the valves need 
grinding. 1 mile from Las Adjontas the gear shift stuck in 
high and would not shift .to action gear. Nursed the car 
along riding clutch « the hard sand doing it no good. 17 
thought a lot of things about the University of Chicago and 
about my lack of sense in. tackling a country like this withe 
out proper running stock. 


Finally hobbled into San Fernando + dirty, tired, discouraged 
and hungry. ; 


February 19 
Took the car to the local garage at_San Fernando. They knew 
nothing about gear shift. Finally I took it apart and using 
a struck gear shift as a guide I fixed it. Then started off 
for Brownsville and repairs. 


Had two flat tires on the way. Also the feed line clogged. 
The motor sounds really bad.. The gear shift broke twice as 
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one part is very worn. Finally hobbled into a garage in 
Brownsville for repairs. 2 miles further and I would not 
have made it. 


There I had letters from Griffin and Krieger telling me that 
tomorrow there would be a little conference at Austin with 
Orr, Stoneall, Kelly, Campbell, Krieger and Griffin. Both 
asked me to bring my stuff. 80 Was told that thanks to ny 
having made the arrangements Anderson's stuff was at the Uni- 
versity of Texas. 


Was lucky and caught a plane ride free to San Antonio and 
then took the bus to Austin. There was and 
got a hotel room. 


Car will not be ready until the 23rd... This I doubt. 


February 20 
phd bel and I hauled all my stuff to the museum at the Uni- 
versity of Texas. I will store it here until the expedition 
is finished and i am ready to take it to Mexico City. 


June and I spent. the day cataloguing and numbering all speci-~ 
mens.

The 
dominance of the coronated bowl, the ring and round, 
flat bottoms were other similarities. fhe brushing 
technique for making designs was exactly the same.

of La Punta I found another point on which was e large site, 
an extended burial(?), and many sherds. The occupation wes 
indicated by a 4 inch layer of shell found about 2 feet below 
the present surface. If this site was not so. inaccessable 
and labor more plentiful 1 would dig it. 


Then went along. the south side of Leon Laguna to the point 
where the Arroyo Lavedones enters it. On the north side

Square O« It was sbout ea 1 foot strata of yellowish-brown 

soil with little or no cultural material in it. I rather 
believe it is en alluvium. Below Zone P was another floor - 4.6 
It was not too distinct but nevertheless apparent. Materials 
were found, though were not numerous. Below it was a thin 
layer of reddish earth separating this from floor 5. This 
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Zone F 


is Zone E. In most cases the excavation materials of both 
Floor 5 and Zone E materials were lumped together and are 
called(compare to) level 8. Eelow this floor was about 6 
inches more of refuse. In squares 0 and 5 at level 9 we 
definitely encountered Basic Soil. ‘This lowest cultural 
strata, conteining little or no materials, is Zone F. 

It is possible, however, that in Square 10 another strata 
maty be found. I dug down a little bit into the so@called 
basic soil here and though I found no sherds I wes not 
entirely satisfied with calling this basic soil for it 
may also be a cultural strata. 


Pedro's foot is still in bad shape. Spent a lot of the 
day photographing the big pyramid, houses and final 
cross-section. ots 


At present I believe that this ruin is somewhat older than 
those to the east. The houses are usually without steps; 
figurines are not found and I believe some of the moleajete 
feet are solid, cone-like feet which are longer than the 
types prefiously found. 


Simon and Desiderio Hernandez, our two guides from Eslabones 
told me sbout another ruin just northwest of here (about 

20 kilosmeters) called Trijones. Don't believe +'11 be 

able to visit it. ; 


April 16. - Today we went to Cerro Refugio. Getting to the ruin

itself meant about 7 kilometers of walking, 4 of which were 
up hill. On the way up we saw 12 deer and 4 turkeyse. Once 
on top we saw that the third house had two casquella - one 
inverted on the other set into the floor. Also, on top of 
the inverted caaquellea was the neck of an olla. Cleaned 

it off here end photographed them. Finelly, we had just 
barely gotten them out when it started to rain. While 
excavating I thought thet there probably would be a burial 
inside. However, there was not. The dirt inside the case 
quella was taken out with the greatest possible care. First 
it was scraped with a trowel until handfuls of dirt were 
loose. Then this dirt was sifted and all that was left 
over(in the sieve) was examined. 


As was said above the excavation of the ruin was terminated 
by more rain. We stood under a large rock for 4 hours while 
it poured and blew. Finally went back to camp - soaked 

the dirty dishes and wet clothes. Pedro had slept all day, 
having neither washed or moved our things when it rainede 
Food extremely low. . 


April 17 «© Back to Cerro Refugio. looked over the whole ruin,

photographed it and made a sketch of the central part. 

Found some more sherds. Much of the top soil of this ruin 

has probably been washed away. One noticeable difference 

in this ruin is that houses on round platforms are constructed 
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of boulders and not slabs, Also, there sre no stairs apparent. 
Started a couple of holes, but quit as the deposits were 

too shallow to warrant excavation. Projectile points here 

ave large and triangular, similar to the non-pottery culture 
north of Soto la Marina. On the way down the mountain shot 

a deer, 200 metres, one shot - in the head.

April 18 - Last night and this morning talked over the possibility 


of going on to La Piedra, San Yose de le Rasios, end Levadores. 
It is out as I don't have enough burros and probably can't 

buy food asethe rains have stopped the comerciantes and 

most important I don't believe Pedro could do it. Will 

try it leter in my car. 


After this decision started off for Los Angles. Pedro very 
Slow. At the small grassy plain where the trail for Pueblito 
leaves the arroyo Yacata I found an open site without pottery, 
a lot of flint chips and 2 projectile points. 


Then continued on the trail to Pueblito. At the hill where 
the trail turns off for Tripones found snother ruin. The 
humus is pretty well eroded off but about 12 round houses of 
Slate can be seen. It is just north of the treil and along 
the route to Bripones. It 1s also about 4 kilos east of 
Pueblita. The following map may help: 
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For the night slept in the Canyon Diablo. Approximately .
